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Women’s athletics a key issue in fee increase

“I want to know if there is support 
for women’s athletics.” asked ASI 
Senate Chair Geeta Bidasha shortly 
before the Senate voted on her 
resolution that would give women’s 
athletics the bulk of the money if the 
student fee referendum passed 


Bidasha, who introduced her 
resolution at the March 4 Senate 
meeting, wanted to give women’s 
athletics 85 percent of any money 
ASI earmarked for athletics 


The legality of the referendum, 
which would raise student fees $13 
with $5 going to ASI and $8 going to 


the athletic department, 1s still being 
decided 


Bidasha’s resolution met with a lot 
of opposition and was voted down by 
an 8-2 vote with two abstentions 

Bidasha had wanted to hold off a 
vote on the resclution until the fee 
referendum was decided, but Senator 
Lou Beary wanted the resolution 
pulled, calling it “sneaky legislation.’

Students boycott 
S.D.1. research

“If we don’t say ‘no’ to Star Wars 
now, we are going to be paving for it 
for the next 50 years,”’ said Mark 
Murray, the author of the resolution 
declaring the California State Univer- 
sities “Star Wars Free Zones.” The 
California State Student Association 
did say no when it passed Murray's 
resolution with a 7-3 vote this 


Declaring the universities Star 
Wars Free Zones will mean a boycott 
on research or grants for strategic 
defense initiatives. However, it is not 
a binding resolution 

This declaration is a symbolic 
gesture for most campuses according 
to Murray, the student body president 
of Humboldt State. For the larger 


universities that normally get research 
grants, such as CSU, Los Angeles, itis 
a much more involved decision 

Murray's main intent in writing 
this resolution was 
disable the government from saying

“T really mean it when I say Lam willing to give my life 
for this cause (women’s rights) if that is what it takes,” 
Sonia Johnson told an audience at CSUS March 6 

The middle child of five, whose mother was a 
schoolteacher and whose father taught Mormon seminary 
grew up in a line of Mormon towns, from Idaho to Utah 


A devout fifth-generation Mormon, Johnson, Ed.D., 
spent her life devoted to the church unul she became 
formally excommunicated in 1979 for her active work in 
support of the Equal Rights Amendment, an advance in 
equality for women that the Mormon hierarchy 1s fighting 
with all the fever it once reserved for opposing a federal 
ban on polygamy. Mormon leaders opposed the Amend- 
ment, expressing concern that it would weaken the family 
structure which is integral to the church teachings 


She originally heard of the ERA in church from the 
pulpit during the “most sacred” part of the service 
Offended by the intrusion in her spiritual life, the one-time 
English teacher researched the ERA and the women’s 
movement.

Court upholds 
BOJA decision

In the fight to regain his senate seat, an attempt by 
Michael Shahda to obtain a Temporary Restraining Order 
(TRO) was turned down in Superior Court March 6 


The FRO would have overturned the decision by the 
Board of Judicial Appeal which upheld a student 
complaint that challenged Shahda’s eligibility to run tor 


the student senate 


Shahda claims that the BOJA violated its own process 
when it ruled on the election appeal, that the student who 
filed the complaint did not follow proper channels when 
filing, that the deadline to file an election appeal had 
passed, and that no other branch of student government 


concurred with the BOJA ruling 


The appeals challenging Shahda’s eligibility are based 
on a 1972 memo (SA 7297) from former CSU chancellor 
Glenn Dumke, which outi:ned critena that candidates 
must meet before they run for a major student office 

Shahda, according to an ASI attorney, 
disciplinary sanction which made hes election invalid.’ 
The Dumke memo states that candidates shall not be on 


either academic or disciplinary probation

But Shahda contends the senate seat is not a mayor 
office and therefore SA 7297 does not affect him. “The 
qualifications for president, vice-president, and senate 
chair, which are major offices, are sharply differeat than 
those for senate seats,” he said 


ft is whether Shahda’s qualifications for election are 
determined by SA 7297 that Judge James Ford must base 
his decision. “It would appear to me that the exact 
difficulty is that the winning candidate 1s not qualified, 
allegediy, by reason of SA 7297,” he said

Finding nothing offensive in the proposed amendment, 
Johnson said the contradiction between her views and 
those of the church, gave her a “serious spiritual contlict.” 

The following 18 months before her excommunica- 
tion, she became president of ‘Mormons for ERA’ and she 
was “disruptive” and “constantly challenging” the 
Mormon ways that conflicted with her own beliefs. It was 
her public criticism of the Mormon church's stand on 
ERA that led to her excommunication. That, and her 
co-founding of Mormons for ERA and that group's hiring 
a plane to tow a banner over Salt Lake City proclaiming, 
“Mother in Heaven loves Mormons for ERA.” 


“That's all in the past and J never think about it (her 
excommunication) except in interviews, when | have to 
respond that it’s the best thing that ever happened to me,” 
Johnson said 

Johnson became internationally known, with the 
complete media coverage and intense hostility from 
Mormons who considered her a “heretic.” 

Since that me, she authored From Housewife To 
Heretic, a book whose title was based upon the 
disappointed reaction of a television cameraman who said, 
“She doesn’t look like a heretic, she just looks like a mom.”

Whether the 37-day, pro-ERA hunger strike with its 
built-in time limit and close medical supervision, by eight 
women, including Johnson, in the rotunda of Dlinois State 
Capitol in Springfield was a test of that mortal resolve is 
Open to question 


But Johnson, who required emergency room treatment 
several mes and was in a wheelchair near the fast’s end 
did show her commitment to the women’s movement in a 
matter impossible for the nation to ignore. (Several of the 
fasters suffered more severe physical effects of the diet of 
only bottled water and mineral supplements.) 


In 1984, Johnson ran as the United States Presidenual 
candidate of the Citizen's Party and the Consumer Party 
The government provided less than $200,000 of her 
$500,000 campaign budget, compared with $40 million 
each for the major party contenders. Nonetheless, Jolinson 
became the first third-party presidential candidate to get 
public money during a campaign. (John B. Anderson, 
who got federal funds after the 1980 election, was an 
independent candidate with no party.) 


“It's a mice symbol of strength of the First Amend- 
ment,” Johnson said. “I travelled all over the country 
being very critical of our government, and the Treasury 
helped pay for it.” 

“The world is my country, all womankind are my 
sisters, and to do good is my religion,” Johnson stated as 
her life motto.

A 23-year-old man was stopped by campus police

According to police reports, Valentino Edward 
Romero was following the woman, who was walking 
her dog on campus at approximately 9:45 a.m 

Romero allegedly exposed himself to her, frightening 
her so much that she left her dog behind and ran to her 
Car, 
The woman then drove off, followed by the suspect 

The victim saw a campus policeman and stopped next 
to his car. 

The officer told the woman to go to the campus po- 
lice station and file a complaint while he apprehended 
the suspect. 

The officer caught up to Romero in parking lot 5 
behind the University Union. The Suspect was then ap- 
prehended wearing crotchless pantyhose. 

Because the victim did not go to the station and file 
& complaint, Romero was not arrested for the indecent 
exposure charge. He was held on an Outstanding traffic 
warrant and possession of a concealed weapon and 
taken to Sacramento County Jail. 

Carl Perry of the CSUS campus police said indecent 
exposure is “probably the most under-reported crime on 
campus.”

Dr. Tom Regan, a Pulitzer-Prize nominee and au- 
thor of The Case For Animal Rights didn’t get much of 
a chance to speak to CSUS students last week 

Because of a time shortage, Regan had to condense 
his hour talk into a less than half-hour slide program 

Regan stressed a need for people to be a “voice” not 
only for whales, seals, cats, and dogs but also for anim- 
als used for hunting, lab experimentation and food 

The slide show consisted of images of animals caught 
in traps, used for the lethal dose 50 test and writings 
from historical figures who voiced concerns for animal 
rights more than 100 years ago. 

Another part of Regan’s slide program showed how 
animals used to supply food for grocery stores were kept 
in factory-type farms

BOJ dismisses complaints 


ASI's Board of Justice (BOJ) has found no probable 
cause on two of three violations in a compiaint filed by 
Senate Chair Geeta Bidasha dealing with the Student 
Fee Referendum 

Bidasha plans to appeal the BOJ decision to the 
Board of Judicial Appeal (BOJA) and said she would 
“carry it (the appeal) as far as we can go to get justice.” 

Bidasha’s complaint cited violations in the Open 
Meeting Law, the California Education Code (CEC) 
and ASI Statutes. 

The BOJ heard arguments on all three items and de- : 
cided that the ASI statutes fell under the Board of In- 
quiry jurisdiction but that the Open Meeting Law and 

CEC were under its jurisdiction

Bidasha said she left the office for 
only a moment and upon returning 
noticed that “Rehfuss was photocop- 
ying some documents in a suspicious 
manner.” 

Bidasha returned to her office and 
when she went to add another docu- 
ment to the confidential envelope, she 
found the contents missing

Of all the idle uyustices on this campus, there is one that 
vatiects ovcryone. The OSUS Hornet Foundation, which . 
operates almost all the food services on campus, drains 
students’ wallets with blood-sucking fervor and without 

jusufication 


There is no earthly reason for the Hornet Foundation to 
charge students such high prices for food Compared to the 
Hornet Foundation, bastions of high-priced convenience such 
as AM-PM and Burger King look like discount centers. Take. 
lor example, an 8 oz. cup of yogurt — 50¢ at AM-PM, 75¢ at 
the Hornet's Nest in the University Union; or mineral water 
49¢ for 10 oz. at AM-PM, 95¢ for 7'% oz. at the Hornet's Nest: 
ora plain, no-frills hamburger — 52¢ at Burger King, $1! at the 
Hornet’s Nest 


Why do these items cost so much? Food isn’t imported from 
e€xolic, faraway Counties; the prepared food isn’t SO good that it 
is worth the extra charge and Hornet Foundation employees 
aren'tall overpaid, so high prices aren't needed to cover wages. 
I here is no good reason. 


However, there is a reason: The Hornet Foundation 
unethically capitalizes on students’ inherent restrictions. They 
can get away with murder because students can’t realistically 
boycott them. Sack lunches often become sack goo after a 
morning of being bounced around in a backpack with a bunch 
of oversized textbooks, and not many students have access to 
refrigerators to preserve food until the lunch hour. Eating off 
campus Is fine for a few students, but a mass exodus to off 
campus restaurants would result in an unprecedented traffic 
jam. Starvation is not a practical option. 


Since the whole purpose of a university is to benefit 
students, it is ridiculous for one part of it to be so intent upon 
ripping them off merely because it can. Come on, Hornet 
Foundation, have a little conscience.

Animal Rights, where do you stand? ... A question 
asked in large block letters on a poster that depicts a cat 
strapped down and a tear running down its face 

Animal experimentation versus animal rights has 
become a topic of debate by People for the Ethical 
Treatment of Animals (PETA) at CSUS and the CSUS 
Animal Care and Use Committee (ACUC) 

PETA is working for the elimination of all animal 
experimentation but has not convinced the ACUC that 
there is unnecessary use of animals in classes 

“Some of it is really frivolous,” said Wendy Gunn, 
founder and coordinator of PET A at CSUS. She said she is 
horrified at the thought of dogs being used for the 
exploitation of undergraduate students. 

Elijah Christian, professor of biological science and a 
member of the ACUC disagrees. “We don't consider it 
frivolous,” said Dr. Christian. “A lot of thought has gone 
into these experiments.” 

Dr. Christian has taught one of the physiology classes 
PETA protests 

Angela Gallia, a registered nurse and student at CSUS 
gave a statement to PETA protesting Christian's 
introductory physiology class, saying the use of animals is 
unnecessary and a detriment to nursing students 

“The very equipment that the nurses may be using on 
people is handled with unsterile techniques,” said 
Gallia. “If transferred to a human clinical setting the 
equipment would result in gross infection of the patient.” 


She said the student nurse must ‘unlearn’ the uasterile 
technique when startung clinical rotations 

Gallia also said the use of living animals that are pul to 
death at the end of experiments, is the first step in 
desensitizing nurses. “We had one instance when Dr 
Christian opened a pregnant dog's vierus, took out the 
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Experiments continue despite PETA’s struggle 


Puppies and after showing them, dropped them in a bucket 
where they squirmed until they died,” said Gallia. 

Dr. Christian countered saying that at the end of a class 
he had been left with a pregnant dog. “It was going to be 
terminated so | asked the class if they wanted two see 
something interesting and the class said ‘yes.’ The dog 
was anesthetized, so the fetuses were anesthetized,” said Dr. 
Christian. 

One of the experiments Gallia described was the 
draining of a dog's blood to watch the blood pressure drop, 
what some students felt was an obvious result. Christian 
defended the experiment because many times the results 


differ from what is supposed to happen 

However, he said changes are being made and that 
class has been cancelled 

Christian said not many sections use dogs and he is 
expenmenting with using models instead of animals to 
eliminate the experiment on the cardiovascular system 

Gunn commended Christian at the November ACUC 
meeting for making an attempt in limiting the use of 
animals in laboratory experiments at CSUS 

Gunn decided to form the campus PETA group last 
semester to inform students about alleged animal abuse 
during experiments in CSUS classes 

“We are trying to educate the people about the way 
animals are being used,” Gunn said. “More than anything, 
students need to get involved if they want animal abuse 
stopped.” 

Members of PETA at CSUS attend meetings of the 
ACUC to discuss the issue. At the October meeting. the 


group protested the use of 40 dogs for undergraduate 
physiology classes. The ACUC came under fire from 
PETA at CSUS for not allowing any discussion of the 
matter until the end of the meeting 

Gunn was upset because the ACUC voted on using the 
same number of dogs as they allowed last year before they 
let anyone discuss the matier 

Gunn thinks CSUS’ use of dogs is unnecessary in 
undergraduate physiology classes because of the absence 
of dogs in equivalent classes at Sonoma State, Chico State 
and San Francisco State 

“Even Davis’ medical school has completely elimi- 
nated the use of animals at the junior level in classroom 
exercises,” Gunn said 


Ned Buyukmihci, professor of veterinary medicine at 
UC Davis and a former anima) researcher, agrees that 
experiments in class do not require animals 

He cited a study in Ohio which found that students 
who did hands-on experiments with animals did no better 
in Classes than students who used only the textbook 

“Labs should be discontinued and textural materials, 
videos etc., should be used,” said Buyukmihci. “The 
principles will get across without killing animals.” 

But Buyukmihci said he thinks society's values toward 
ammal experiments are changing 

“Apathy is a deadly disease,” he said. “It’s going to take 
students banding torether and showing the administrauion 
they don’t want this kind of experiment.” 

Gunn agreed. “Nothing's going to change until the 
students take an interest and get involved,” she said

The A.LD. program focuses on 
providing participants the opportun 
ity to explore their capabilities and 
potentials in what Snyder calls an 
“integrated environment.” 

Snyder says, “At Easter Seals 
they're sull in an environment with 
their peers. They learn work and 
socialization skills, but it only pla 
teaus tO 4 Certain point They are 
still isolated within their own group 
By getting them out into a ‘normal- 
ized environment, they gain so much 
more. They learn the proper socializa 
tion they should know

alternative for the disabled 


Phe outside experience provides 
another alternative for those who are 
interested.” 

Before entering the work force 
A.D. program participants receive 
extensive training. Snyder says, “It’s 
not just setting up a job, but training 
the participants to get to and from 
work. Once we establish a bus route, 
we have to teach them the responsibil 
ives the job will encompass.” 

The Easter Seal Society has deve 
loped various training programs 
ranging from envelope stuffing to pipe 
culting 


According to Jim Lippert, the 
Hornet Foundation personnel and 
payroll manager, “The purpose of 
hiring outside the school community 
is to try to provide opportunities for 
employment for as wide a spectrum 
of the Sacramento population as 
possible keeping in mind that 
traditionally, many of these positions 
are filled by students 

“We (the Hornet Foundation) are 
here to provide employment oppor 
tunities for our students first if 
there 1s a lack of interest or if there is a 
lack of (student) applications, then, 


obviously, we have to do whatever 
we Can to meet our needs (for em 
ployment. )” 

Snyder adds, “We're not irying to 
take jobs away from students 
We're not necessarily looking for 
full-time positions. Right now, we're 
looking for part-time positions just t 
get our feet in the door.”

New roller coaster will be

In 1957, President Eisenhower said, “I like to believe 
that people in the long run are going to do more to 
promote peace than are governments I think that 
people want peace so much, that one of these days 
governments had better get out of their way and lei them 
have it.” 

The volunteer members of Beyond War hold tightly to 
Eisenhower's belief that people can make a difference in 
the quest for world peace. Despite a widespread feeling of 
hopelessness among Americans about this bomb-infested 
world, the Beyond War movement has begun to “create a 
limate where we can make some changes _ _ . these things 
won't happen until enough people have personally 
Changed,” Beyond War volunteer Linda Hayward said 

The movement was started in Palo Alto three years ago 
by a handful of people who had grown tired of feeling 
helpless. It has now spread to 24 states and six foreign 
countries. About 100 volunteers live in the Sacramento 
area 

The goals of Beyond War are to inform people of the 
threat nuclear arms pose to our surv:val and also to 
promote the belief that people can make changes by 
changing thet attitudes about the nuclear threat 

“It's hard for people to comprehend the possibility of 
extinction because our lives seem so normal,” Hayward 
said. “Our extinction is a real possibility. War is obsolete:

it’s not sOlving our problems.” 

Hayward describes Beyond War as an “educational 
non-partisan movement” which almost compietely relies 
upon volunteer work for its survival 

According to Beyond War literature. the movement 
will achieve its goals through the education of all 
Americans, not just Cahlormans. \lready volunteers have 
moved to 23 key states to spread thew ideas by holding 
in-home orientations and circulating petiticns. At the 
orientations, volunteers present educational and “high 
quality audw-visual materials

three years. He became interested in the movement

“We say that it’s nght to have an army, it’s nght to

According to Christian, Americans consider this 
country to be their outermost limit, they do things un the 
name of their country that they would not do as 
individuals 

“The group says that we are beyond the pornt that we 
can think about war to settle these issues between us,” 
Chrisuan said. “Our outermost boundary must be the 
world and not the United States.”

Slowly but surely, a wooden mammoth is rising as if 
from some primeval shoreline earth. It’s a marvel to 
passersby, a dream come true for Northern California

It's The Grizzly some 3,200 feet of classic 
wooden roller coaster, costing $2 nullion te construct 
and slated to open March 15, 1986 at the 100-acre 
Great America theme park in Santa Clara.

A half-million board feet and some 35,000 bolts 
ago, The Grizzly was simply a blueprint, a line item in 
the Great America operations plan, a capital improve

Today,a Great America construction crew labors 
steadily to complete the remaining five percent of the 
Douglas fir structure and a portion of the actual train 
track. Delivery of two 28-passenger trains, built by 
Morgan Manufacturing of Scotts Valley, CA. is 
expected by February 15 


The project is approaching completion. Just a few 
short weeks from now, the shiny new trains will creep 
for the first time up The Grizzly's 90-foot initial incline 
Topping the summit, they will rush like the wind with 
their carloads of excited riders through a 2% minute 
sequence of dips, swelis, and banked curves 

it will be an occasion marked by fanfare. The 
Grizzly 1s, after all, the largest wooden coaster ever built 
in Northern California. i is the third of only three 
wooden coasters currently operating in the entire 


Golden State and nearly two million guests are 
expected to visit its locale Great America in 


1986 


The Grizzly 1s a significant addition to Great 
America’s already hefty collection of thrill rides and 
Broadway-style stage shows. It will be the first major

At the 
second trial, Craft was awarded 
$325,000 by the jury, but this too was 
overturned by the 8th US. Circuit 
Court of Appeals who said that Craft 
had not yet established a case for 
fraud 

in December 1985, she appealed 
to the U.S. Supreme Court but last 
Monday, March 3, they declined to 
hear her case 

“I'm disappointed, but | feel we 
won a moral victory, won it a long 
ume ago,” Craft said. “Nothing that 
happened today changes that.” 

Craft, who is now a co-anchor at 
Channel 31 here in Sacramento, said 
she is virtually broke after spending 
about $100,000 in court fees. Her

The Costello Show 
“King of America” 
Columbia Records 


When Elvis Costello toured solo 
early last year many of us got a chance 
to see a different Costello than we 
were used to seeing. Much of his early 
mystique had centered around his 
highly guarded image as one of 
rock'n'roll’s angry young men. But 
seeing him armed with only a few 
guitars, a piano and his songs proved 
to be a maskless affair —- warm and 
moving without pretense. If you 
weren't able to see Costello during his 
solo tour, you can still get the same 
feeling from his new album, “King of 
America.” 

Played largely acoustically with 
the help of a few ace sessionmen, 
“King of America” carries over the 
same bare bones intimacy as the solo 
shows with a sparseness not seen since 
Costello's debut album “My Aim 1s 
True.” 

While Costello's love affair with 
country music was well documented 
on his 1981 album “Almost Blue,” he 
never really seemed comfortable in 
the Amencan genre. Five years later 
country music seems like an old 


fine idea at the time/ Now it’s a 
brillant mistake.” 

“Glitter Gulch” tells of the stupid- 
ity of American game shows. Costello 
states, “We've got prizes if you can 
afford/ Some small humiliation 
before you get your reward.” 

Costello also explores new-found 
unconditional love ca the ballad “T'li 
Wear it Proudly.” He states, “Well | 
finally found someone to turn me 
upside down/ And nail my feet up 
where my head should be/ If they had 
a King of Fools then I could wear that 
crown/ And you can all die laugh 
ing/ ‘Cos [ll wear it proudly.” 

This is by far the best Costello 
album since his “Imperial Bedroom” 
and will probably be remembered as 
one of his best ever. Stripped down to 
its skeletal frame, “King of America” 
1s a moving album by one who will

Directing froma woman's perspective

(Editor's note: This is part 1! of two parts on 
Women in CSUS Theater. ) 


Janelle Reineit, the director of “Mother Courage,” has 
been at CSUS for the past 11 years. She did graduate work 
at Berkeley and received her Ph.D at Stanford. Reinelt, 
like “Wings” director J. Pat Rice (profiled in part I of this 
Series), started out as an actress, but felt that she wasn'ta 
very good one. Her primary interests lie in directing, 
mounting a play on the stage and making a statement with 
it. 


Interview 


Reinelt, though she considers herself a feminist, did not 
choose her play on the basis of the lead character being a 
woman, but rather because of its strong statement about 
war and commercialism. “I was pleased that it had a 
ceniral woman character,” she says, “but the play is critical 
of that woman character. When | think about the play in 
feminist terms, i think of it as a critique of the bourgeois 
feminist who is out to make it ina man’s world on a man’s 
terms. Mother Courage is a kind of profit-seeking, entre- 
preneurial type and that’s what does her in. | think that’s an 
imteresting sort of angle in that | think women need to 
examine each other critically as weil as positively. The 
play itself is not all progressive from that point of view and 
Bertolt Brecht would hardly be considered in sympathy 
with feminists.” 

Reinelt agrees with Rice that being a woman director 
can present certain problems. “I've had directing oppor- 
tunities, | can’t complain about thai _ . | often fee! that you 
have to prove something if you're a woman director 
that people aren't willing to give you the benefit of the 
doubt. The first really big, well-budgeted show that I'd 
ever done was incredibly ambitious. I did a play called 
“The Balcony,’ and it was really terrible. I felt lousy about 
it. It was twice as bad... 1 was a woman and I had been 
given a chance and blown ut. I just wanted to crawl into a 
hole and pull a cover over my head. I gradually got back 
on the horse and discovered that so much of directing is 
tnal and error and that experience is the best teacher.” 

She feels the style of directing she brings to a play is 
different from that of a man. “It is a kind of feminist way of 
working, which is to really emphasize process. To work 
cooperatively, trust the people who work with me closely, 
and get away from that kind of talk-down, authoritanan 
structure. Allow people to give as much input as possible 
The director has to make the final decisions and has to 
become the person in charge, but you don’t have to be that 
kind of solitary, autocratic genius who sees it ail and

realizes the conception. I think the collaboration is the kéy 
to success for me. | think it’s a way that women know how 
to work,” 

As to whether she would bring a different interpreta- 
ion to a play than a man would, Reinelt feels that that 
would depend on the man. “I always try to be careful not 
to generalize (that) women are A and men B, because | 
think that’s real dangerous. By reason of my gender. the 
ideas that are going on in my head will tend to look at text 
in a different way. I'll ask. “What are the consequences of 
ecing women in this hight? What kind of message 1s being 
put out to an audience if they watch this play?”

Janelie Reinelt wants to be an example to other 
women. “I have a lot of women students who are really 
smart and have the ability to develop directing skills. | 
think that for a long time when you think about women in 
theater, you think, primarily, actresses and haven't neces- 
sarily seen (directing) as a possible role.

there were enough bad omens to send a Kalahari 
bush-doctor running to his sweat lodge clutching a 
mojo-bag in one quivering hand and covering his head 
with the other. 

I woke up that morning to find that my alarm clock 
had suffered a grandmal seizure sometime during the 
night. It lay on the floor emitting a strangled, jangling 
death rattle, and I was an hour late. Rushing to make the 
conference on time, | noticed my truck develop a strange 
vibration coming up through the brake pedal and an 
ominous groan that sounded kind of like Dumbo dragging 
himself to the elephant graveyard.

My only 
chance was to try and get Laura Dern on the phone to give 
myself a few quotes I could build my rapidly disappearing 
story on. | knew from the way she had been going at that 
party mix that she'd probably be heading out to dinner 
soon 

‘I'm sorry sir, the Dern party has checked out.” 

I was sunk and i knew it. I made a snap decision to get 
drunk in the lobby of the Clift Hotel, go out and get a 
parrot, and wander the wharfs of San Francisco for the rest 
of my life. Unfortunately, it's hard to drown your sorrows 
in a place that charges $3.50 a beer, and all you've got isa 
twenty. In abject defeat, I left the city by the bay and
